of Muſcleborough, your father then Lord 
Licuctenant Generall of the Engliſh Ar- 
mie: I found my ſelfe for ſundrie cauſes 
much bound to all his moſt noble houſe 
and familie. And fo a long ſeaſon wat- 
ching opportunitie to doe ſome accepta- 
ble ſeruice to his noble children, I could 
not happen on any matter (touching my 
pen) worthie acceptation. Then reading 
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Taz Eyrerin | 
of a booke in Latine, written by a graue 
writer, called Emanuell Meteranus: who 
wrote fifteene bookes de Hiftoria Belgica. 
I found ſo great profunditie in the man 
and matter, chieflie becauſe hee exactlie 
(without adulation) wrote of martiall at- 
faires, and exployts done by mightie Go- 
uernours and valiant ſouldiers: that not 
onlie attained honour in the field (ſome of 
them honourablie borne) but alſo wanne 
euerlaſting fame by their proweſſe and 
ſeruice.

Anno 1 517, taking poſſeſſion of thoſe Countries foꝛ his 
owne behote, within two yeeres after (that is to ſay An- 
BO 1519. on the28,0f July) was elected at Frankford in 
Germanie, both Bing of Romanes and Tmperonr of 
Germanie, by the name of Charles the 5. Emperour:and 
fo continuing in magnificent and memoꝛable honour 
and reno wne many peeres gouerned thoſe Countries: 
yet, not without ſome ſeueritie, as it is ſaid: Much like 
the Eagle, which (ſeeming naturally to affect her young 
ones) will yet nouriſh them with great auſteritie. Al- 
though euen in his time ( foꝛ the Religion of the Goſpell) 
the ciatll bꝛoples beginning in Germanie, he ſought by 
his great wiſedome and grauitie to appeaſe the ſame: pet 
happilp liued he after this in great honour and felicitie: 
foꝛ he lined and ſaw his foꝛeſaid younger bꝛother Ferdi- 
nando choſen Cæſar at Colen Anno 15 30. and on the fift 
of January 1 53 1. crowned King of the Romanes, who 
became an earneſt fanourer and furtherer of the Goſpell. 
He lined alſo and ſaw the felicitie of his lawfull begot⸗ 
ten ſonne Philip, both Duke of Burgundy, Archduke of 
Auſtrich and King of Spaine Annoi 542.but he liued not 
to ſee the life and death of his baſe begotten ſonne Don 
Iohn de Auſtria, who died (as afterwards ſhall appeare 
fn this hiſtoꝛie) Anno 1578. To be ſhoꝛt, he lined yet to 
ſee his (aid ſonne Philip married with Mary Qutene of 
England on the 19.of July t5 54. and in the next pere 
following 1555. be gaue this his ſaid ſonne Philip fall 
poſſeſſion and p2tncipalitie ouer the ſaid Countries of 
the Netherlands, which hee had himſelfe ſo gouerned 
not without ſome ſeueritie) 38. peeres. Finally, omit- 
ting larger diſcourſes of this Charles the 5. Emperour, 
(ok his ſo manp notable and memozable expeditions in 
in his life time perfo2med) let theſe few woꝛds ſuffice ; 
that he made nine into Germanic, ſeuen inta Spaine, ſe⸗

Auſteruile:foz one Monſieur de Toloze a Pꝛoteſtant(ſuſ⸗ 
venting bad pꝛactiſes of the Regent ) gathered and aſſem- 
bled two thouſand ſouldiers in a foztification, not fullie 
accompliſhed at the ſaid Auſteruile, meaning with that 
fozce to aide them of Ancwerpe, if ill meaſure were offe- 
red them; which the Regent went cunninglyabout : foz 
ſhe(in allſecret manner)raiſed a thouſand hozſe and fonre 
thouſand fotemen, and gaue the charge of them to a gal- 
lant Captaine called Moniicur Beauyois (albeit a cruell 
man) who immedtatlymarched pꝛiuily towards this new 
foztification , and befoꝛe Monſieur Toloze could make 


himſelfe ſtrong to withſtand his enemies, the Regents 


power in the bzeake of day (ct vpon the vnreadle and 
feeble fozce of Toloze, and charged them ſo frirtoully and 
hotly, that theyentred the weake foztifications, à ouer⸗ 
thzew the whole companie of Toloze, ſauing a few that 
eſcaped dangerouſly into Antwerpe; among which ſoul- 
diers Captaine Churchyard ſaued himſelfe and entred 
Antwerpe. Notwithſtanding Toloze being flatne; and 
almoſt all his men, the enemie (after the victoꝛie gotten) 
marched with all poſſible ſpede towards Antwerpe, 
where koztie Enſignes of the Uegents power were in 
battell on the Market place readie fo receiue them, and 
kept the Towne gates as open as they could foz that 
purpoſe: but the Pꝛoteſtants fearing miſchtefe and mt- 
ſerte,ran to the gates in all haſte and ſhut them kaſt, ca⸗ 
rying away the keyes into the hart of the towne, The 
Pꝛince of Orange, the Counte de Horne, and Counte 
Hoſtract, with Monſieur Decardes, and many moze 
Seigneurs and Noblemen beholding the daunger they 
were in. knew not what to doe, noz durſt make any reſt- 
ſkance,fo2 offending the Regent, and loſſe of lines, gods 
and lands: and ſo refuſing all charge againſt the Re- 
gent, thep left the common people in a great vpꝛoze and 
hazard: to auoide which extremitie, the Commoners be⸗ 
gan to clap on armour, and made a moſt reſolute mutt-

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nie, cryiug Viue les gueulx, that is to ſav, liue phꝛe men: 
and beholding ouer the walles Monſieur Beauvois and 
his people pꝛoudlp marching (after ſo much blodſhed) 
within a mile of Antwerpe, the P2oteſtants reſolutely 
determined to encounter Beauvois in the fields: but wan- 
ting a generall Captaine, and hoꝛſemen to match againſt 
hoꝛſemen, they fell in a great murmur ing, and knew not 
what was beſt to take in hand: pet ſeeing ail their go⸗ 
uernours refuſe them, called courage to themſelues, and 
ſo reſolued to make a ſtranger their Captaine, they be⸗ 
ing enterlarded with manp valtant ſouldfers(that came 
from the ſiege of Valenciana) came ſuddenly to Cap⸗ 


taine Churchyards lodging and burſt open his dwze, 


commaunding him in all haſte to come out, and take 
the charge of thoſe that would fight foz the Goſpell, 
which attended his comming well armed in the ſkreetes:; 
Churchyard fold them he would ſerue among them, but I To” 
was vnable to gouerne a multitude. Mhereon they bent Churchyadd 
their ptkes on him, and-thzeatned fo kill him if he did cheir Capraine 
rekuſe their louing offer. He thereupon gaue his pꝛomiſe 
to obep, and ſo without any armour tame into the ſtrœt, 
where was raiſed ſuch a ſhout and noiſe of people (and ſo 
many caps flung vp) that it was a wonder to heare and 
ſee it: he pꝛeſently geſſed their number was great and 
their quarrell god, ſo in a few woꝛds he deſired that ſuch 
as would not fight, to depart to their wiues and childzen: 
' whereat all the people ſhouted and cried, Goe fo ward 
and we will follow. Then vnto the gates goes the aſ⸗ 
ſemblie of 25. thouſand, ſauing the ſouldiers were left by 
direction to make head and beard the foztie Enſignes 
in the Market place: ſo the Pꝛoteſtants bꝛeaking with 
barres of p;on a poſterne gate (becauſe the kepes were 
hidden) their Leader ſtill aduancing his Enſigne ſull in 
the enemies vie w, their hoꝛſemen ſome what flacke (foz 
the rifling Tolozes Campe) caſt in the Neregard:and not 
readie to charge the fozefront of the Pꝛoteſtanta, made 
the Pꝛoteſtants vie the moꝛe aduantage both of ſhot and 
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ſeruice, whereby they gat ſo much blod and vicozte,that 
their Leader (of ſome great conſ@exation) made bis peo- 
ple retire into the towne againe, the number that ſallied 


were eight thouſand. They were no ſooner entred but 


the Pꝛince of Orange and Noblemen welcomed (with 
embzacings)the Leader and all his followers, pꝛomiſing 
great matter foz their boldnes. But the Captaine and 
his people hoping to rid the whole towne of Spantards, 
marched with the adnantage of the ttine (the gates faſt 
ſhut) towards the Market place, oꝛder being giuen that 


fine thouſand ſhot ſhonld enter at the backes ol the ene⸗ 


mies, when one ſhot of Canon ſhould be diſcharged a⸗ 
gainſt the Pꝛoteſtants from the Parket place (where 
24. great pieces were rammed full of fones and chaines) 


and reſolutelp the Pꝛoteſtants holding this courſe, 


marching thozow Caper ſtrote in as great bzanerie and 
terro2 as map be imagined, they appꝛoched nere the e- 


nemies with ſuch a thundzing noiſe and crie as ſeemed 


marueilous. The Pzince and great Earles vefoze nas 
med, pitying the great laughter that might follow this 
bold attempt, on hozſebacke (as all the Nobilitie were) 
the Pꝛince pꝛeſented peace to the Pꝛoteſtants: who dil⸗ 
daining his offer cried kill him, and ſo bent their pikes 


on him. What, what (quoth the Captaine) will you kill 


pour gouernours, fie foꝛ ſhame, hold ſtill pour weapons: 
but the Pꝛince and the reſt with him, dꝛew backe their 
bzidles ſo hard and ſo diſozderly, that downe came the 
Pꝛince and his compante all flat back ward in the place. 
The enemie then amazed at that ſight(beſides regarding 


the pꝛiuie ſtratagem oz pꝛactiſes at their backes neere 


the riuers ſide) began after their muſing and amaze to 
diſcourage themſelnes, in ſo much that the Tannons 
they would haue ſhot off, and the ſeruice they intended 
was vtterly koꝛgotten, ſo that ſuddenly they let fall their 
ptkes,and at the Pꝛoteſtants appꝛoch then at hand, the 
enemies cried (to ſaue their owne liues) Viue le gueulx 
aloude, and in ſuch ſozt that they ſuffered all their Cap⸗ 
taines 
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ken pꝛiſoners, loſing all their Cannons and Yunttton, 
putting euery thing they had into the Leaders hands ol 
the Pꝛoteſtanta, be vſing vic oꝛie in the great aduaun⸗ 
tage of that ſeaſon, cauſed all their Canons to be dꝛawne 
with ropes from the Market place to the Mere b2ngge, 
a great ſtreete nere the Burſe, and filling euerp window 
full ot ſhot to flanke each part and cozner of the ſtrœtes 
and Burſe, he chatned carts together with ſhot in them, 
and thereon pitched ſkraight wates a Campe fuil vpon 
the Meerre-bꝛugge, hauing then at commaund thirtte 
thouſand reſolute ſouidters, ſoz the ſpace of thꝛer dates 
and nights : all which time the Generall appointed 
Captaines and officers foz euerp companie, and all 
warlike oꝛders ſet in ſtap, he thought all had been well 
and in luretie: but a vile cunning and vnchziſtian bzute 
Vas raiſed, that the Caluiniſts would cut the Parti⸗ 
niſts thꝛotes: on which falſe bꝛute, in one night the Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtants loſt much moze than ten thouſand men, who 
ilopned as they might with the Papiſts: pet God mo⸗ 
uing the mindes ol god men, made the Pꝛoteſtants and 
their Generall couragioullp to plucke vp their hearts, 
and the Generall with fine hundzed ſhot, match fired 
in cocke, marched to the Pꝛince of Orange his pꝛeſence, 
-and told him that this dꝛift of the Partiniſts going from 
the Pꝛoteſtants, ſmelled of two much ſuttle ſmoke, the 
ſincther thereof might ſet all Antwerpe on a flaming 
fire, deſiring him to ſce a quicke redꝛelle herein, oz elſe 
pꝛeſently the Pꝛoteſtants would gine all the enemies a 
pattell, tothe whole ſpdyle and ouerthꝛow of the towne: 
and there withall he departed from the Prince, and vſed 
his fine hundꝛed ſhot, to houſe and dꝛiue in all the Par⸗ 
iniſts into their lodgings : fo2 as pet they had not iop⸗ 
ned with the enemies fo:ce, they were ſo wearie with 
watching beloꝛe, and ſo glad of reſt, libertie, and compa⸗ 
nie of their wiues and kriends at that preſent, 

The Pꝛince then with _ pꝛudence and policte, 
ſent 


— 
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ſent woꝛd to the Pꝛoteſtants that they ſhould haue free % 
acceſſe ta Sermons and pꝛeachings, which they ſought, 
(fo2 the which was a gwoly pꝛeaching place built) and 
further the Pꝛince pꝛomiſed that the Marimiſts and all 
other enemies ſhould lay downe their weapons and palle 
guietly euery man to his lodging, requiring that the 
Pyꝛoteſtants would make no further ſtirre, but as quiet⸗ 
ly as were poſſible to march byeuerp mans owe dwie, 
and there to leaue the-townes men in their owelling pla 
ces as thep marched ; which requeſt of the P2ince was 
to Gods gloꝛie and his hondur in perfit ozder perfo2- 
med, al wales ihe Pꝛoteſtants kept them ſtrong till the 
enemie were all lodged, and then each man went home 
in peace. All theſe things being done and bꝛought to a 
god end, without ſhedding ol bod oꝛ ſpoyle of any Chꝛi⸗ 
lan creature: pet the Pꝛince was after foꝛced to fle to 
Breda, as the ſtoꝛie now ſhall ſhew pou following. 
The noble P2ince of Orange in Breda (his owne 


towne) ſeeing his ſonne and hene taken from Louaine at e 


ſchole, by the crueltie of the Duke of Alua, and thꝛough⸗ 
ly conſidering the calamitie of Flaunders (by the dealing 
of a tyꝛannous gouernour) : this warlike wiſe P:tnce 7 
with a fatherly regard and true affection to Gods wo2d 
and the Netherlands, began to ſtomacke the wiongs 
receiued whẽ he goͤuerned Anta erpe (and the immiment 
danger that Flanders ſtod in) and calling to minde al pꝛo⸗ 
miles were bꝛoken that were ſolemnly made by the late 
Regent, he conſulted and communed of this matter with 
the States of (ermamie and his friends there, who coun- 2 
ſelled him to take armes in hand and raiſe a power, at his . 


owne houſe in Dillenbrougb, a partell of Germanie (ten 7 
great leagues from Colen) and theſe great Captaines . 
and woꝛthie Germaneg pꝛomiſed not only in perſon, but 


alſo in parſe and munition to aſſiſt him, which they per⸗ 
foꝛmed with great expedition, at the time when he ari⸗ 
ued at Dillenbrough, where Churchyard being ſent(from 
the Lo. d high Chamberlaine of England) ſaw the mer { 
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ons of all this mightie aſſemble, and ſerued vnder Mon- 
cur de Lume (Counte dela March)as Co2net-bearer to 
two hundꝛed and fitfic light hoꝛſemen all that warres, 
i which was againſt the Duke of Alua in his firſt com- 
Ming to Flanders. The Pzince paſſed his muſters be- 
pond the Rhine, betweene an Abbep and Andernake, a 
waited towne in Germanie, and had in his Armie twa 
and twentie thouſand fote,and thirtene thquſand hozſe, 
gall Swartrutters: ſo paying his ſouldiers with Dollars 
wo moneths pay afoꝛe hand, he paſſed this great armie 
 boates very neere Andernake, marching from thence 
towards Aken, a ſtrong towne : but by the wap was a 
great mutinie betweene the Almaines and \Burgonians, 
Whoſatid the Almaines had loſt the battell of Groning, 
where Counte Lodwick and all bis power was ouer- 
th:owne, thoſe woꝛds made many a man be llaine: but 


the bꝛoyle was pacified by the Pꝛince, who marched 
ſtraightwaies to Aix, a great Citte, and the Armie en⸗ 
*fonntred anon after the Duke of Aluats ſouldters, hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, ſome valiant of minde, and fome by ſoꝛterie with 
woꝛds and characters in their doublets, moꝛe mad than 
manlp, vet hoping in ſoꝛcerie ventured to farre, and could 
not be killed with ſhot; a deſperate ropſter heholding 
the boldnes of theſe enchaunted perſons againſt ſhot, 
dꝛew his ſwoꝛd and ſtroke one of thele men on the face, 
who quickly yelded himſelfe (as after his fellowes dtd) 
to the mertie of the ſwo2d. The matter marſhallpa long 


hile pleaded and oꝛderly by Mar ſhall law diſputed, the 


enchaunted men were all condemned to be hanged, be⸗ 
Tauſe againſt the law of Armes they had vſed vnchziſtian 
and vnlawfull meanes to murther men and ſhed Chei⸗ 
Tian biod. Theſe men executed the P2inces armie (after 
god ſumme of monep pated fo2 the raunſome of Aix 
the great towne ) departed towards Senttro, another 
* walled towne, which redeemed it ſclfe in like manner. 
All this while the Duke of Alua with thirtie thouſand 
' Hot and foure thouſand hoꝛſe, watted on the Pzinces po⸗ 


D 2 wer, 
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wer, ſtill ſkirmtſhing with bꝛaue ſouldiers againff the 
Pꝛinces fozces. But almoſt fo2gotten at the entring of 


the Pzinces armie, he bꝛuted that he would paſſe thozow | 1 ; 


Liege, a marueilous mightie towne, where the Duke ads 
uertiſed by eſpiall, attended the Pꝛince his comming: 
ſuddenly without ſound of Dꝛumme the P2tnce parted 


a acontrarie way towards a foꝛd on the Maze nere Ma- 


ſtricke, marching all the whole darke night very faſt, 


(which loft ſome men) and at bꝛeake of day came to a bare 


Uillage where the foꝛd was, to enter into Flanders: ſo in 
all haſte poſſible the hoꝛſemen paſſed, bearing a crope be⸗ 
hinde them each one a ſouldier: but the hoꝛſes ſo manp, 
and their legges holding vp the water, the riuer roſe ſo 
hie that mauy fotmen were dꝛowned, and much vic uall 
wet and loſt: pet befoꝛe night all the armie lekt aliue 
Were landed in as great ſaketie as could be wiſhed. But 


reſting thꝛer dates there, the Duke was in Mattrick (not 


very farre off) to giue the Pꝛince battell : ſo God ſent a 
moſt faire day fo2 that cauſe, in his gracious pleaſure, 
The Pꝛince ranged and ſet in battell, marched on a god⸗ 
ly plaine towards Maſtrick, and the oꝛder of the field by 
excellent ſouldiers ſet and ranged in the moſt pꝛincelieſt 
manner that might be (Churchyard at all this): The 


vangard. battell and reregard ſo ſhining in armour, and 


other awfull troupes of hoꝛſemen, which ſeemed a great 


Wod and ferro2 to behold, that in very deede the ſhow | 


and fight thereof would haue delighted any man liuing 


to behold: fo2 the march and oꝛder of the field was mira⸗ ; 
culous to conſider on, and moſt fearfull to match withall 1 
and encounter. et the Duke of Alua(a great noble ſoul- 3 


dier) determined (as it was thought) valiantly to fight 


with all this bzaue armie, ſo in ſhoꝛt time the very ſame 1 
dap the Pꝛince came within ſhot of Cannon (and at the 


length of uſket ) ſo nere the Duke, that he ſent a num⸗ 
ber of hoꝛſemen to mazke a bꝛauado, and plicd it ſo faſt 


with ſmall ſhot out of the trenches (foꝛ be was intren⸗ $ 
_ched) that if it was thought « great laughter would enſuc. 
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Thus continuing all the latter end of the dap in ſkir⸗ 
mith and great ſeruice, at night the Pꝛince was faine to 
lodge his power nere the very face of the Dukes army, 
karre from water oꝛ wod ; but in the night ſeaſon the 


Duke remoued his Campe, and a farre off waſted on the 
d Pꝛince daily, who neuer did march backward, but came 
= (as afoze is ſaid) to Aix, Senttro, Tongre, and other 
„  townes ok god moment, making his pꝛofit as he might 
e —enery where, becauſe ſome had broken pꝛomiſe with 
n him in a molſt odious manner. Fo2 ſome had falfified 
„their kaith, beſides odde trumperies they deuiſed, and o⸗ 
„ therſome poploned the ſtanding waters and pwles: yea 


o and in ſome plates milke and dzinke was inkected, Milles 
were all bꝛoken downe, and no coꝛne to be grinded: by 
= which Heathenlike x foule hellich pꝛactiſes, the Pꝛinces 
armie was like fo periſh : vet a ſhift was found to b2tng 
the armie by little + little from theſe miſeries: but foʒced 

to ſkirmiſh with Alua ofte, The Pzince came cunningly 
to a towne called Tongre, finding there much of the 
Dukes pꝛouiſion, and a number of waggons full of coꝛne 
and other necefſaries, luccoured and made ſomewhat in 
ſtrength, and in hope of god foztune: the armie meant to 
paſſe oner alittle riner neere Tielmount, but by the way 
were ſharply encountred with the whole power of the

Duke of Alua, where in hazard the Count de Hoſtraet 


m- lozne hope, ſent from the Pꝛince to view and make place 
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both parties in a great wod lap as cloſe as they could, 
The Duke maintaining ſkirmiſh, followed ſtill after the 
Meergard of the Pzince. Romero ſuffered both the Cars 
riage, Uaungard and Battell to palle the b2idge: and as 
the Reergard aduaunced themlelues to march oner the 
paſſage, Romero deſcried his power of ſire thouſand ſhot, 
and ſo put al the Fo2lo2zne hope to flight, oꝛ flew the moſt 
of them. A noble Frenchman called Monfi-ur de Mal- 
berg. and all his compante of foure thouſand bꝛaue loul⸗ 
diers were here defeated, with others to the number of 
eight thouſand men: which fight and ſlaughter enzured 
in great and blodie b2ople till the verp night app2ached, 
and compelled both the Camps to lodge within Cannon 
ſhot one of another, and in the night the Duke pꝛiuily 
ſtole away,fo2 ſome hidden cauſe and policie: foꝛ the next 
mo:ning Monſieur Ianlis and ſeuen thouſand fotemen, 


with fifteene hundꝛed ho2ſe,marched fal voon the Dukes 


power in a faire plaine nere vnto Namur. The Duke 
dꝛeading lanlis boldnes(andthe Pꝛinces Camp not farre 
off) turned him backe another way, and made his march 
very faſt,foz feare of a blow: then Ianlis and all his noble 
troupe iopned with great top with the Pꝛinces power. 
Immediatlp the Pꝛince pꝛepared to beſiege atownecal- 
led Chaſteau Cambreſi, and marching thitherwards, the 
Duke waited at hand, but the towne was ſtrongly be⸗ 
ſieged: notwithſtanding the Duke (as the P2ince had 
intelligence) minded to diſfurbe him: the eſpials of the 
Dukes Campe were by the Pꝛince taken, which decla- 
red in what diſo2der the Dukes Campe lap: whereon 
without found of D2umme (moſt ſecretly ) the Pꝛince 
marched tomete the Duke, and the barking of dogs vn- 
der the Rultters waggons, gaue warning how both the 
armies were almoſt mingled together (the night being 
dark)whereata great alarme aroſe on both ſides: but the 
Dukes Campe within two houres was intrenched,and 
ſo a great encounter of hoꝛſemen a long time paſſed out 
themozning in ſkirmiſhing, with many flaine and hurt. 
The 
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The Pꝛince then departing from Flaunders tame into 
3 France nœre Guiſe and S.Quintins,and marched after to 
3 _ his armie towards Strasborogh : in the which 
wap Churcbyard (departing fro the Pꝛince to England) 
"fo leaues this true teſtimonie fo2 a witnes, that the au⸗ 
thoꝛ which wꝛote the other hiſfo2te (which Robinſon 
tranſlated) left partially ont of his boke, whereas theſe 
matters at that ſeaſon were woꝛthie of memozte.

Spaine, France, Hungary, Germany, Africk and the Ne- 
therlands : who now entring there in perſon all armed, 
found all things in peaceable ſtate: But within a pere 
after, he began to beſtirre him in the ininopned Inquiſi⸗ 
tion afreſh, eucry where grienonflp vering and perſecu⸗ 
ting the inhabitants with new impoſitions, mutinies, 
confiſcation of gods, impʒiſonment, ciuill warres, and 
vnmercikull death: daily inueighing againſt them, that 
they had broken their alleageance to the King and his

the comming of the ſaid Captaine Pry ſe, being ſome hu Phe 
dzed oꝛ there abouts. There were flaine of our men the, ned 
day, not fullie 150. men, as was found by a generall reuti Tho 
ofthe ſaid Officers. And ſo the next day the ſaid Citie i ver 
Graue was releeued, the enimies bridge broken, auf eau 
Counte Hollocke ſent into the towne ſeauen hoſes laveifcco 
with butter, cheeſe, munition, and other neccſſaries:whidſWeec 
was to the great honour of our Eng lich nation, and ih tenb 
great comfozt of that diſtreſſed gariſon. ra 
wiftoria beg. The Belgicke hiſtozie maketh this repozt of che fil erie 
c«lib1z, FfonghtatBatrenborow afoꝑeſaid, c of the ſiege of Grau: com 
viz. Parma in the beginning of winter, Anno 1586. Con 
Counte Charles Maunfficld, cauſeth the Citie of Grauf and g 
to be beſieged and com paſled about with foure Bulwari hall th 
02 Fozts , and entring vpon the bringe of Naſa neere ii and b 


riuer, he cauſeth all the paſſages to be made ſure within J 
Alli 
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and without, and all manuer of victualt to be kept within 
the Citie. In the Bulwarks he had placed ſome 1500. 
ſouldiers foꝛ a gariſon, and beſives 5000. @pamards 
ntoze oꝛ lelle, the refk were ſeruing in the Tents, almoſt 
halle a mile from the Citie. After theſe had foz 3. months 
ſpace and moꝛe beſieged the Graue, the Erle General 
came from Haghe by Harlam and Aunſterdam in Holland 
vnto Vtrecht, and ſent about 400. hozſemenints Velonia 
oꝛ Velna as farre as Niekerke to help the Citizens ol the 
Graue. 2 
General Norice and Counte Hoghenlo marched vnto 
them with 2000. footemen which caried victuals and pꝛo⸗ 
utſion into the Citie, toꝛ with their hoꝛſemien they could do 
o good. Theſe footmen at the firſt inuade the Bulwarke 
alled the Molenſconce halfe a mile from the Graue, and 
iter that foꝛtiſte themſelues in a new ſconce not farre 
from the Spantards Bulwarks: which they perceiuing 
came ſtertelie vpon them with 3 000. of their choſen ſoul⸗ 
lers to ſurpꝛiſe them, and at the ſecond oꝛ third aſſault 
dꝛiue away their woꝛkemen euen in the verie erecting of 
heir Sconce, who meete ſome 900. of the gariſons, any 
here make a ſtand:which the Spaniards percetuing,char- 
red them a kreſh, and dꝛoue them away tothe next Sconce, 
hough the Spaniards lo doing fine hundzed of them 
vere ſlaine, x mante were wounded: amongſt whom were 
eauen Captaines of companies, and two men of great 
ccount,from whom the Engliſhmen tookt away a bꝛaſſe 
eece of Ozdinauce. And thus was the field fought at Bar- 
enborow,asthat hiſtoie mentioneth : ſo of the ſiege of 
raue when Parma had beaten it with 24. peeces of bats 
erie, he ſo battered and rent the walles thereof, that hee 
ompelled the Citizens and their gariſons to peeld the 
Towne vnto him: who entred the ſame with his fazces, 
nd gauethem leaue to depart wich wife and childzen and 
l that they had, whither ſoever they would with bagge 
ind baggage. 1 
Immediat ly alter the ſeruice ſo done at the Graue, and 
N 2 ſur⸗ 
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ſurrendꝛing oꝛ velding the ſame vnto the enemſe, the 
Erle Generall cauſed the Loꝛd Hemerr a Martiall go⸗ 
uernour, with certaine others, to be appꝛehended, caried 
to Verecht, pʒolecuted by eꝛder of law, and put to death 
in the pꝛeſence of al the Captaines fo2 moſt part x of the 
ſouidiers lately ſeruing at the Graue: although ( ſaith my 
Authoz) they had done no treaſon, noꝛ made any ſecret 
confederacie with the enemie. But through a certaine | 
vouthfull want of ſkill in ilitarie ſeruice, had rendꝛed 
vp the towne of Graue vnto the enemie: which act ol 
the Generali(ſaith my Authoꝛ ) turned away the hearts 
ol many Noblemen, and inhabitants there from him, e 
ſpectally betauſe they ſaw one Welſh, ſometimes a Cap- Z 
taine of the Englith loꝛces, and a notable Traptoꝛ (be- 
foze taken by Countie Hoghenloe) which with others 
moe [ſuch as himnſclfe was, betraped the citie Aloſto in 
— deliuered it vnto the Enemie) was not put 
to death, but pzeferred in ilitarie ſeruice: and alſo Sit 
William Stanley and Rowland Yorke, two notable fu

and others of great authoꝛitie. And hauing taken a view 
ok his hoſte, his Excellencie numbꝛed his fotemen to be

ſeemed vnto him inſufficient to giue Parma the repulſe 


(who was ſaid to haue 12000. fotmen and 35 oo. hoꝛſe⸗ 


men). And foz that he would deltuer the citie of Berck 


vpon the Rhtae from the pzeſent ſiege of the Cnemie, he 
determined therfoze firft by policie to aſſault Docsburgh 


2 tn the Countte of Zutphen, to withdzaw the Pꝛince of 
= Parma from the ſiege of Berck afozeſaid, - 


This towne of Doesburgh was in times paſt called 
of Druſus the ſonne of Tiberius Cæſar Romane Empe⸗ 


rour, Drusburg, who cauſed the Riuer ok Rhtne from a 
verp ditch to be digged and inlarged beyond Arnhem a⸗ 
foxꝛeſaid, into an Jland at the towne of Drusburg, which 
at this day is now alſo called Druſus Ditch, The citie is 
high walled, after the old manner, and inuironed with 


large and deepe Ditches, There were within the ſame 
thꝛer hundꝛed Mallons in garriſon lent from the pꝛince 


ol Parmathither, and alſo armed citizens fine bundꝛed 


moꝛe oz leſſe. The Erle Generall ſendeth Countie 


Hogbenlo, Sir Plulip Sidney, and others the Leaders 
ol the loꝛces with five hundzed hoꝛſe and eight hundzed 


fotemen in the night time ts dilcouer and beſet the citie 
about: himſelfe with the reſt of the armie came after 


them the ninth dap of September : his Excellencie com⸗ 
mands them in war like wiſe quickly to intrench them⸗ 
ſelues, and to make p2cnifion foz a batterie. On the 
1 Thurſday five pœces of Ozdenance were mounted, 
which made two great bꝛeaches: which the Townes 


men with all poſſible haſte and diligence made vp a- 
gaine and fo2tiaed. And whereas the Ditch being thꝛer 
fœote bꝛoad and moꝛe, and thirtie fote high encompalled 
the Citie, the aſſault ſeemed very difficult to be made: but 
the louldiers being thereunto encouraged, the Erle Ge- 
nerall determined to trie the allault: whereunto he aps 

2 3 pointed 
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pointed Countie Hoghenlo with his Germanes and 
Scots, and Sir Iohn Norice with his Engliſhmen and 
Zelanders to giue the aſſault. When p beſieged town 
men ſaw that, they offered to peeld vpon certaine condi⸗ 
tions: which being refuſed, they peld vp the citie ( only 
with ſafette of their liues) the Loꝛd Borough and Sir 
William Stanley (the gouernment being giuen vnto the 
Loꝛd Borough) entred both into the towne. 

And to the end his Excellencie might now next of all 
withdꝛaw the ꝛince of Parma from the ſtege of Berck, 


be taketh his iourney towards Zutphen, one ofthe foure 
chicfe cities in Gelders, famous by name in reſpec of o 
ther cities, populous and well defended: when he vn |'Þ 
derſtod it lacked victuals, he went about either to take 2 
it,o2 elſe to withdzaw the Pꝛince of Parma from Berck, 
which thing ſo happened, Zutphen was in the kpmg 
and defence of John Baptiſta Taxis, a man couragious in 
fight, the Lieutenant Colonell to Verdugo Gouernourt 
of Groning: and ſeing euen from this citie there ſituate 'F 
ouer the Riuer of Iſſell all the conntrie of Velue and Hol- ÞY 
land were troubledand moleſted with the Enemie (and 
therefoze the Eſtates not long befo2e had builded a Fozt x 


02 Dconce of defence: but by reaſon of the great flods 

and tw much violence of water there increaſing, incon⸗ 

tinentlp after they were dꝛiuen away from thence) ther: 7 
foe the citizens of Zutphen ſfrengthened and foztified Þ 

theſame againe. And becaufe they of Zutphen extozted 
ſpoyling exactions thꝛoùghout all the Velue, by reaſon 
of the commoditie of theſe their new erected Fotrelles, 
the Hollanders two yeeres paſſed beſieged the ſame in 
vaine almoſt foꝛ ten moneths ſpace. The Erle Generall 
now increaſing his armie, iopneth a great part of thoſe 
ſouldiers (which vnder the Lozd Rihouias and Coſmus 
Peſcarengio were gathered to inuzve Flaunders ) and 
{o2thwith pitcheth his Tents by the Riner ſide and be⸗ 
foze Zutphen it ſelfe, on the 18. day of September 1586: 
and with doates chained together croffe the Riuer - 

mo 
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moſt a mile from the citie made a bꝛidge to paſſe from 
the one ſide to the other, 

- When his Excellencie had thus pitched his Tents 
there, he toke his tourney thence with all ſped towards 
Deuenter fn Ouer-Iflell (fog as pet there were farres 
and diſcoꝛds within the Citie) and though the citie alſo 
did contribute with other cities, pet did it refuſe to con. 

ſerue oꝛ kœpe oꝛderly mutuall league with them: he en- 
treth into the city, hauing fo2 bis guard about foure bun- 
dnꝛed fotemen, and two troupes of hozſemen : and when 
he had receiued newes that Parma had left Berck, hee 
made towards his Tents with all ſperde that he could, 
and ſtrengthened them ſo ſone as poſſible might be, the 
q moze confidently to beſiege the ſaid citie of Zutphen as 
toꝛelaid. The Pꝛince of Parma fearing left the Erle Ge⸗ 
nerall ſhould pꝛeuaile againſt Zutphen, and vnderſtan⸗ 
ding that the towne of Berck afozeſaid, was well defcn- 
led and hard to be wonne: when he bad alreadie foztiſted 
the Ille befoze the towne in the Riner of Rhene, and 
blocked and beſieged it about with other Fozts and 
d 7 Sconces, and thought he had ſufficiently furniſhed it 
= with vicuals and all other neceſſaries, departing from 
thence on the 22. ot September Anno 1586. he marcheth 
towards Weſcl in Cleueland and the Caſtle there, and 
making a bꝛidge of ſhips had paſled ouer the Riuer of 

# Rhene,andhad made Foꝛts fromthe other part of Rela 

vpon the Rhine and other places, whereby he might both 

fo2tifie the Bꝛidge 4 defendbimſelfe in his iourney moꝛe 
ſafelp, he came to Bercklo, and from thence he ſendeth his 
pꝛouiſion to be conueped into Zutphen afoꝛeſaid. 

The Erle Generall ſo ſone as he perceiued that the 

Puꝛinte of Parmacs pꝛouiſion ſo caried in was not ſuffi- 

tient foz the Garriſon there, the next dap he determined 

to ſet vpon the Garriſon: and committed that ſernice to 
Sir Iohn Norice and Str William Stanley , with a great 
number of fotemen,and to certaine others with a great 


number of hoꝛſemen. And when on the 23. ot Werne

Then the enemies not 

knowing what number of Engliſhme theſe were whom 

they law app2ochneercr vnto them, they quickly ſend out 

vnder Captaine George Creſſy Albanoys a troupe of

repoꝛt of George Whetſton and others, actoꝛs and eye⸗ 
witneſſes there, thus to declare the ſame. 
J haue befoze (by occaſion miniſtred vnto me) made 
mention of the vertuous life and valozons ſeruice of 
that renowmed knight Sir Philip Sidney, the laſt peere

of my wound. And ſo riding out of the field with a rare 
and conſtant courage, his wound was ſearched, no lalue 
to deare but was ſought, no ſkill ſo curious but was 
tried to cure, eaſe, and recouer this noble Souldier lan- 
guiſhing in paine, all remeviles. Who feeling death 


du awing on, deſired pet ( were it Gods will ſo to be) that 


he might line to doe his C ountrie moꝛe god ſeruice: al⸗ 
leaging that he feared not death, but lamented that his 
peeres as pet (being but greene) brought fozth but 
leaues, the blomes being faire, no fruite yet appearing, 
his life could not be lengthened foz the enlargement ol 
that good, which both in heart he wiſhed,and in power 
he would haue perfozmed towards his Pꝛince and coun 
trie, had he lined here longer: who being demaunded if }

Touching the hononr of the ficld there konght, as all 
our Engliſh Loꝛds and Knights by their valours much 
diminiſhed the enemies fo2ce and daunted his courage: 
ſo amongſt them Sir Thomas Parrot ſtroake down! 
Gonzaga at a blow, Countie Hannibal was left fo 
dead in the field, and Captaine George one of the ent 
mies commanders, was by the woꝛthie Lozd Willougl- 
by taken pꝛiſoner: onely Captaine Thomas and Cap- 
taine Martin amongſt our Engliſh were flaine in that 
fight,andnot any moe of accompt miſſing, So bp this 
honour enſued the vntumely death of this renowmed 
noble Knight on the 17. day of October 1586. lining iu

traine as they followed the Cozys, After them went Sir 
Wolfton Dixi Knight then Loꝛd Paioz of London, and 
the Aldermen mourning in their purple robes, And la#f 
ofala warlike band of wozthp Citizens his welwillers, 
with weapons trailed in ſolemne wiſe, bzought the 
Coꝛps from out of the Quter of the Cathedꝛall Church 
of S. Paul in London (after a learned Sermon there 
made) fo the vpper Noztheaſt end of the Ille abone the 
Quier by the ſecond piller, where with ſolemne hanou- 
rable ceremonte vſuall, the coꝛps was laid to his reſt in 
Thꝛiſt Jeſus; which done, the laid ſouldierlike Citizens 
beſtowed foꝛz their laſt farewell of their beloued noble 
riend and Captaine, two volleps of ſhot, and ſo retur⸗ 
ed home cuery man to his houſe, heaute , mournfull. 
and ſad foz the loſle of ſo vertuous, honsurable and true 
enowmed perſonage : vpon whoſe death the afozeſaid 
George Whetſton made this Epitaph.

Foz which en⸗ Knighted, 
terpꝛiſe the Erle Generall dubbed him Knight, as by de⸗ 
ſert, and gaue him a vecrely penſion of 600. Flozens: th 
this aſſault there wereno moe but eigbt of the Generals 
menllaine, and there the Counte Fagſtene was wonn⸗

Dis Excellencie on the next day after this battereth,

His crcellenciethonnhe not good to allaile the City of 
Zutphen , becauſe it was as i fensed , be

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with waters, euuironed with walles, and ſituate betweene 
Deuenter, Doesburgh, Lokam, Doeterum and the ſaive 
Fox: fozhe hopes they would then eſpeciallie peeld vntg 
him: if penurie ſo conſtrained them by a little and a little. 
Therefoze almoſt in the midſt of winter he remoueth his 
Campe(which thing allo Parma doing)the Trie Generall 
diſpoſeth his gariſons in god oꝛder euerie where, aduaun⸗ 
ceth certaine Leaders, and Englich Noblcs koz cheir ap⸗ 
p2oued valours with great honour, and made ſome others 
of them Knights. 

And ſo the Erle Generall hating perkozmed all theſe 
ſernices in the Netherlands, was wozthilte, well, honou- 
rablie highly reputed of them hitherco: but after this (be 


is laid by my Authour lib. 13. fol. 91. pag. 2. (whether any 


how he deſerued it J know not) to incur the dilliking ofthe 
Eſtates in ſome points, as allo in that he placed Rowland 
Yorke afozeſoid Gouernour ofthe Fozt at Zutphen ; fo 
although they had vled him in diuers ſeruices fo2 his bes 
nefit befoze time, vet he was not found ſo fatchfull to them 
in thoſe cauſes as he ought to haue bin, and as was expec⸗ 


ted. Alſo fo2 that the laid Erle Generall made Sir Wil⸗ 


liam Srandley knight, giuing him charge ouer 1100. Eng⸗ 
liſh and Jriſh fotmen, and ouer 200. hoꝛſemen: into whoſe 
doings the Eſtates Generall aduiſedlie looking, found 
him alſo farre moꝛe vufaithfull then eyther he ſhould haue 
bin, oz they woꝛthilie delerued at his hands. 

The Erle Generall when inthe deepe ok winter he vn⸗ 
derſtood that Parma was departed out of Gelderland, and 
knowing kfoz certaine that the ſouldiers appointed in the 
Oſteland (by the confederacie and ſccret conſpiracie of 
certaine falſe foꝛſwoꝛne ſouldiers which he had in his go⸗ 
uernment) had reuolted from him, pea and to their great 
ſhame (no neceſſitie vꝛging them) to runne away from 
bim: and when hee now alſo ſaw, that neither time no? 
place was giuen him foꝛ performance ok anie further ler⸗ 
uice, and the Towne Berck was deliuered latelie fromthe 
liege (from whence Colonell Thomas Morgan was now

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returned) the Erle General J ſap now departeth towards 
| Haghe in Holland. But wh his ſouldiers leauing at ran⸗ 
dome the Jle befoze Zutphen, remoued their Tents, they 
were ſodainelie &ficrcelie charged by lohn Baptiſta Tax- 
us the Spaniſh Colonell: but they eſcaped away from the 
enimie, with the loſſe of ſome ſixe oz ſeauen of the Engliſh? 10.13. 
men and no moe. | 
At that time the Efkates finding theinſelues agreeued 
at the Erles indirect doings (as my Authoꝛ laith) in thoſe 
countries, doe make and exhibite bnto him certaine re⸗ 
gueſts foꝛ diners reſpects: whereof the whole refozmation 
mas reſerved vntill his returne againe out of England, 
when Sed and her Maieſtie ſhould lo permit. And lo his 
Erxcellencie taking his leaue ofthe Eſtates Generall (nat 
ſulũcientlie contenced with his doings) he taketh ſhipping 
at Fluſhing paſſeth into England, and ariueth at London 
on che fourth of December Anno x 585. 
About this time fo2 as much as Sir Philip Sidney 1 586. 
late Gouernour of Fluſhing was llaine at the ſiege af % , 
Zutphen, as befoze is laid) the Queenes Maieſtie of % 1. LN 
England, in his place gaue the gouernment thereof to 
Sir William Ruſſell Knight (ſonne to the Erle of Bed- Sir William 
ford) a man of great accompt and wozthines : He arte Ruſlel. 
ned there at Fluſhing, and with him Monſieur Tyrlone, 
ſometime Admirall of Zeland, who foꝛ ſuſpitions in ſome 
points, was a long time kept in pꝛiſon: but being alter- 
wards ſet at libertie, and diſcharged of all matters, went 
into England to render his due and condigne thankes 
vnto the Queenes molt excellent Maieſtie. 
Bekoꝛe that the Pzince of Parma purpoſed to beſiege 
| Sluce in Flaunders, he leuied an armie thꝛoughout all the

in he ſignifted vnto him, that he (hauing made diligent 
learch and view as well thꝛoughout all the publike maga⸗ 
vin 02 garners ofthe Citie, as though all the pꝛiuate gar- 
ners within the inhabitants houſes of the Citie) could not 
vet find any moze ſtoꝛe of coꝛne, and graine in chem all, 
then might ſerue koꝛ luſtentation of their owne families

Sir William Ruſſell being with the repozts of theſe 
letters thꝛoughlie moued, hada few dapes befoze ſent fo 
certaine companies of footemen from the gariſon of Ber- 
ghen , which within a while after came ttmelp enough:

to them:and the Enemie retired into the bigh Towne, ; 


not aboue ſeuen Enſignes ſtrong as was thought. 

Sunday the 28. of Apzill they fo battered a great Ga- 
leaʒ (wherein Ricaldo ferued the laſt pœre 1588. as Ui 
admirall ol that Naute ſent into England) that the — 
niards now not able to kepe her, diſcharged her Oꝛde⸗ 
nance, fired her, and ranne ber on ground, with no burt 
to vs at all. 

The ſame dap they went from Andyas to the baſe 
To bwne of the Corunna, where they kound much 1Beefe, 
Salt, Peale, Wheate, Ople, Fiſh and Mines as was 
thought to victuall 400 o. men a quarter of a pere: be⸗ 
ſides Gables, Hempe, Roſen, Ware, Pitch, Tallow, 
and other things foz ſhipping ſfoze : which wag leuied 
fo2 anew foꝛce to haue come into England this Sum- 
mer. But tn fourteene dates there was hardly one bit ol 
bzead, wine oʒ other victuals to be Had in any quarter of

Edneſvay the 17. ol Apail 1589, they embar- 
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the Tobone, except by ſome pꝛiuate officer oz Captaine. 
The lame day the Enemie lying not farre off thence, 
pzeſented a Bꝛauado befoze the Towne gates: againſt 
whom when our men ſallied fo2th, without moze adoe 
o; any encounter they fled, and twelue of them were 
flaine. ; 
Paondap the 29,0f Apꝛill our men ſummoned the high 
= Towne, who refuſed all parley. There all the Spa- 
nlards that our men could gather (after they had taken 
them) they lle w, to the great amazing of the Enemie bes 
holding the ſame. 4 
That night the Spantards deſtred parlep, and not 
long atter fired certaine houſes nere their vpper fowne 
© walles, . 
Uedneſdap the firſf of Pay 1589. our Engliſh laid 
their battery vnto la Corunna the great, where though 
tze weakenes of the Nampier betwene our great Oꝛ⸗ 
ale denance andthe Enemie / which fell downe with oft ſha⸗ 
le king) they were dꝛiuen from their paces by the enemies 
ne, Pulquet ſhot from the towne wall. There was ſlaine 
Captaine Spencer, and ſome few others, and Captaine 
53 Goodwin ſhot thzough the face. The ſame day (inpar- 
liz / ler time) a Spaniard ſhot at an Engliſhman, and was 
pa / banged therekoze by the Enemie: In this parley the E⸗ 
de · nemie deſtred to haue faire warres with vs. 
urt Saturdap the fourth of Pay they made a bzeach in the 
Weſt ſide of the Corunna, foure of our men making an 
aſe d ſcault retired againe without hurt. The ſame day Cap⸗ 
taine Young being dangeroullp ſhot died ſone after. 
SBundap the fift of Pay they aſſaulfed the bꝛeach, 
| filled vp by the Enemie, to the hurt of ſome of our armed 
men. Two Captaines ſhot thozow,andCaptaine Brey- 
ton hurt, Captatne Sydenham ſlaine, and one Cuckfoot 
an Enſigne to Sir Francis Drake. 
Pondap the ſtxt of May Iohn Kempſton arſhall of 
the Dzdenance was flaine with a ſhot from the bigh

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Tueſday the 7.of Pay we marched fwzth nine Regt, 


ments vpon the Enemie, which had encamped them: 


ſelues at a towne called Faro, foure Engliſh miles from 
the Corunna, our men charged on them being eight 
thouſand,and toke their bꝛidge there. On either fide the 
bꝛidge our men entred the water,dzane them awap, kil- 
led ſome Colonels, wanne their Towne, vickuals and 
pꝛouiſions, fired the reſt of their Uillagesnere, dꝛaue 
them to retreite , purſued them in chaſe thz& miles oz 
moꝛe, and ſlew of them in all thz& hundꝛed at leaſt: of 
vs Captaine Cooper was Laine, and not aboue thz& 
moe. There were only hurt of our chiefe Commanders 
Sir Edward Norice, and Captaine Hender, who recoue- 
red both thereof, and Captaine Fulford who died there- 
of, Df thole Spantards at Faro was chiefe Don Tuan Pa- 
che co Marques de Guaſto, and Gonernour of all Gali- 


Zia, who fled on hozſebacke with the fozmaf, 


UWedneſday the 8. ol Map our Datlers went on ſhoze, Þ 
ranged the countrie, burned and ſpoiled aboue fine miles, 
returning with ſome vicuall and pillage, without any 
reſiſtance. 

The ſame night the Non per illa was fired about fin: Þ 
of the clocke by negligence in the harbour of Corunna, 


and about twelue of the clocke that night the Merchant 


Royall was fired, ſire men blowne vp with powder, and 
= fewhurt beſides, without nioze harme, pꝛalſed be 
od. 
Thurſdap the 9. of May we ratſed our ſiege from the 
Corunna, fired ſome of their ſhips in the harbour, burnt 


and raſed the baſe to wne and Pils vp tothe high towne, 


and ſo embarked away thence that night. 
Fridap the 10. of Pap we ſet ſaile from the Corunna, 
and that day about none met with vs againe ſire ſaile 


of our Flete, which at our ſetting foꝛth parted from vs 
about the Coaſt of France. 


Tueſday the 14. of May we doubled Cape finiſter the 
winde then at the Cat. 


Saturday 
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Saturday the 22. of June we departed from Vigo in 


a _ Galiziatogoe towards Peniche. From Peniche the Ar- 


mie came to Lisbon, where they ſtated ſome two oz 
the dates expecting the comming of the Flete to Liſ- 
bon: of which pꝛeparation and ſtay there Sir Anthony 
Wingfield Wziteth thus: It map be demaunded (ſaith 
Dir Anthony Wingfield, wziting vpon this voyage) 
why a matter of ſo great moment ſhould be ſo ſlenderly 
regarded, as that the Generall ſhould march with ſuch 
an Ar mie againſt ſuch an Enemie, bekoꝛe he knew either 
the kulnes of his owne ſtrength, oꝛ certaine meanes how 
he ſhould abide the place when he ſhould come to it. 
Wherein (ſaith he) J p2ap pou remember the decrees 


made in the Councell at Peniche, and confirmed by pub⸗ 


like pꝛoteſtation the firſt day of our arch. That our 
Nante ſhould meete vs in the Riuer of Lisbon, in the 
which was the ſtoꝛe of all our pzoniffon, ſo the meane 
of our tarfance in that place: which came not though 
we continued till we had no munition left to entertaine 
a very ſmall fight, Me are alſo to conſider that the King 
of Portugall (whether caried away with imagination 
by the aduertiſements he receiued from the Poztugals, 
02 willing by anp pꝛomiſe to bꝛing ſuch an Armie into 


hs countrep, thereby to put his foztune once moze in 


triall) aſſured the Generall that vpon his firſt landing 
there would be à reuolt of his ſubiects-: wbereof there 


was ſome hope ginen at our firſt entrie to Peniche, by 


the manner of the perlding of the Towne and Fozt : : 
which made the Generall thinke it moſf conuenient 
ſpedely to march tothe pꝛint ipall place, thereby to giue 
courage to the reſt of the Countrey. Tho Friers alſo 
and the poze people that came vnto bim pꝛomiſed that 
within two dates the Gentlemen and others of the 
countrep would come plentifully tn; within which two 
daſes came many moe Pꝛieſts 4 ſome very few Gentle- 
men on hozſebacke : but not till we came to Torres Ve- 


dras, where they that noted the courſe of things paſſed, 
R 3. might 
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might ſomewhat diſcouer the weakenes of that people, 
There they toke two daies moꝛe, and at the end there⸗ 
of relerred him till our comming to Lisbon, with aſſu⸗ 
rance that ſo ſone as our Armie ſhould be lcene there, 
all the inhabitants would be foz the King and fall vpen 
the Spantards. 7 
After two nights tariance at Lisbon, the King pzomt- 
ſed a ſupplie of the thouſand fote and ſome hoꝛſe: but 
all bis appointments being expired euen tothe laſt of a 
night, all his hoꝛſe could not make a Coznet of 40.noz 
his fate furnith two Enſignes fully, although they ca- 
ried thꝛee oꝛ foure Colours: and theſe were altogether 
ſuch as thought to enrich themſelues by the ruine of 
their neighbours : foz they committed moze diſoꝛders in 
euerp place where we came by ſpople, then any of our 
owne. 1 
So while wer ſtaied at Lisbon wer both failed of the 
aide which the King Don Anthony pꝛomiſed vs, and 
wee expected,and alſo becauſe our Engliſh Flete came 
not vnto vs thither to Lisbon, wee roſe vp thence and 
went foz Caſcayes: where meting with our Flete wor 
returned altogether ints England, where ſome of 
vs ariued at Plimmouth, others at Portſ- 
mouth, and others at London in the be- 
ginning of the moneth of July 
Anno 1 589. afozelatd.

road all that night, 

Tueſday inthe mozning we looſedfrom thence, and ha- 

ning a fine winde at Nozch and by Meſt, about eight at 


night we anchozed inthe road of Pimpowle ariuing inthe 


road called Lemoys de Guelle neere Pimpoule. 
CAevneſday þ 5. ot Pap we dilcottered diuers hippings 


and botes that came from Brehake, and made towards S 
Malowes: whereof we tooke one laden with (alc and fiſh. 


It is to be remembzed that thoſe of Brehake and of the 
Caſtle taking knowledge ok our appꝛoch abandoned the 
Caſtle, and peelded themſelues tothe kings authozitfe. 

Not long after the enimie fled from che Caſtle of Lan- 
tegard, which was foꝛtiſied fo the king by the Pzince 
Dumbecz nom Duke Mountpenſer at this day. 

My Loꝛd diſpatched letters into England from the Ab- 
bey of Beauport. 

THR the 6.of May was lpent in vnſhipping the 
hozſes,munition and ſouldiers, 

This day alſo the Pꝛinte Dombeez ſent 20.Poples la- 
den with bzead to the Abbey fo2 pꝛouiſion of the ſouldiers. 

CUedneſday the army marched towardes Guyngamp, 
and lodged in a {mall village in the way/neere the Abbey) 
and this night the Guyngampiers hearing of our appꝛo⸗ 
ches,ſet fire on their ſuburbes, which we might plainelie 


viſcerne. 


This night likewiſe mp Lo2d Generall rode befozeco 
the Towne to take view, and to laue as much as might be 
ok the ſuburbs fo2 the lodging ofthe troupes. 

Thurſdap, our troupes being with the French accom» 


panied, were lodged in ſuch houſes and other places of the 


ſuburbs as were left vnburned: the ſame day the enimie 


ſallyed out ofthe towne in purſupng vs, Captaine Wolfe

| Thurlbaythe 27. dicto a Muſter was taken of che Ar- 

mie. 

Tuelday the firſt of June anno ditto, vpon the taking 
of Guyngamp, it was purpoſed that we ſhould haue gone June. 1. 
foz Morlay x, but (by certaine after Counſels) that intent 
was altered: fo) that it was ſaid that the Duke Mercocur 
was remouedfrom Pontiny, where he ioyned with 4000. 
Spaniards vnder the leading of Don lohn de Laguna, 
who was marching towards Morlayx by the way of 
Corlay. 

Monday next following the Duke Mercocur, ariued at 
Corlay (a Caſtle pꝛetending to hold fo2 the King) but in 
the poſſeſſion of Madam de Guyneny, whoſe bꝛother 
Paunſier de Bodolphin is the Dukes Lieuetenant: ſo 
the partie being made befoze hand, che Caſtle was rende- 
red without one ſhot of the Cannon. 

Tueſday we diſlodged towards the enimie and lay at 
Chateau Lodune. To this place the Duke ſent a Trum⸗ 
peter to the Pꝛince with letters; whereunto he anfwered, 
vt patet per copias: here likewiſe the Pꝛince (ent an other 
Sartell to the Duke, wherewith he leemed ſo moued, that 
he vowed to offer battell to the Pꝛince. 

Cevneſday the Duke diſlodged and encamped at Que- 
temen a village diſtant a league anda halfe from Chateau

of two miles compaſſe. To which heath (vpon diſcouerie

Thurſday the enimie within one quarter of a league of 
the heath ſheweth his whole Armie in oꝛder ok batteil vp⸗ 
onthe top of a hill: whereupon my Lozd Generall diſpo: 
ſed the troupes into thꝛee battailions, whereokthe infantry 
Engliſh made two, and the Launce nights the third, 
This day was ſpent in ſome flcight ſkermilhes, 

Friday the enimie dꝛew his Armie to the foote of the 


hill, and placed his Artillerie vpon the ſight ofthe heath in 


a plate of ſuch aduantage, as it tommaunded in the nature 
of a Caualier the whole heath: where he boꝛdered ail the 
hedge with ſhot, Now mp Lozd Generall ſent out 200. 
footmen to ſee the countenance ofthe enimie, who dioue 
them to their ſtrengths, put them to their hed ges and Ba⸗ 


riradoes, and ſlew diuers of them vpen the retreit: to theſe 


the Duke put koꝛth 500. French and 300. Spaniards to 
repoſſeſle the place, whom he followed with the Armit. 
TUbich being perceiued by the Pzince remoning in the 
heath with Mounſier de la Hunnaday commaunding the 


auantgard, and having bis regiment of hozſe in battell: 


(my L. Generall, with Mounſier de Pogny, de Pruneanx, 
Momartin, Baſtinay) /02der was giuen to put fozward 
zoo. foot commaunded by Captaine Anthony Wingficld, 
Captaine Moreton, ꝶ᷑ the Englifh hozſe led by Captaine 
Anthony Sherley: this direction was valiantlie pꝛoſecu⸗ 
ted by ours, but ſpeciallie by the Engliſh:ſo as the enimies 
hozſe and foot which were in the plapne were enfoꝛced to 
flee, manie ſlaine, and the reſt dziuen to ſaue themſelues 
within their Artillery: being taken in this charge Poun- 
fier de Guybreun Colonellof the foot of the Armie , and 
flaine Don Rodrigo chiefe MParſpall of the Spaniards, 


one Spaniſh Captaine, alſo the number of 200. French, 


and 60, @paniards. 
This 


they ſuffered within 200. p.ces of their Cannon to diſ⸗ 
arme the dead, and to retire at their eaſe, 

In this charge Captaine Anthonie Sherley gaue ſuch 
an example to the French hozſe as was admired, and the 
Companies on foote perfozmed their parts with no lefe 
valour: namelie the Sergeant Palo? and Lieuetenant 
Long, who reteiued in his bodie fiue Harquebuz ſhot: the 
reſt ofthc day was ſpent in ſkirmiſhes. 

Saturdapthe enimie made a great ſhew to come fo2th, 
and ſent out ſome number of ſhot: againſt whom Cap- 
taine Anthonie Sherley with fifteene h52ſe, and ſome few 
foote made them quicklie take their heeles, purſuing them 
to their Baricadoes, where his hozle was ſhot in the head, 
and ſome ſinall hurt done. 

Sondap, little was perfo2med that day. 

Monday being S. Iohns dap (as they wzite after the 
Roman Kalender) with them it was thought ſome⸗ 
what would haue bin done in che honour of the day, but in 
deed nothing at all: fo2 the Duke vſed it rather as a co⸗ 
lour whereby to runne away, hauing that night with- 
dꝛawen his Cannon, and retired himſelfe to Queremen, 

Wedneſday the 16. of June, Mounſier de la Noe with 
the troupe ofthe Counte Mongomery conſiſting of 100. 
Curaces,and the Counte de Comburg caine vnto Chae 
teau Laudra : whoſe ariuall pꝛomiſed ſome good ſucceſle 
to the kings affaires. | 

Thurſdap being Pivſomer dap th 
lohn Baptiſt, we diſlodged to Quintine. 

This night the enimie being lodged at Corlay within 
3 (mat leagues ofvs,an enterpꝛiſe was made vpon ſome of 
their light hozſe that lap wide of their Campe: which fox 
that it was not attempted by footmen (as my Lozd Gene⸗ 
rall earneſtlie perſwaded them vnto) it tooke no great ef- 


fect: ſauing that there were killed ſome 16. of a Corps du 
Guarde, and their hoꝛſe taken. The reſt might eaſily haue 


bin had as good cheape , il the hoꝛſemen would haue ligh-

ted and foꝛted their Baricadoes: the French thought they 
bad done wonderous well, and ſo that ſernice ended. 

Mounſier Tremblay (who had the commannd of the 
French Light hozſe/was now ſleightlie ſhot in the thigh: 
other hurt we receiued none. 

F,ridap the 25. day the Enemie attempted a reuenge, 
and came foꝛth with ſome hoꝛſe and fote, and gaue vs an 
alarme : which was perkozmed ſo fauourably, as they 
neither hurt man no?2 beaft. 

Tueſdap being S. Peters day, my Lo2d Generall diſ⸗ 
patcheth certaine letters by Peter Browne to certaine 
the Lo2ds of her Paieſties moſt Honourable pꝛiuie 
Councell, to my L oꝛd Norice his father, and to other his 
friends in England. 

Friday the ſecond of July Anno I 591, the armie diſ⸗ 
lodged to Pleu oz Pleſſue.

Medneſdap about ten of the clocke in the moꝛning 
the towne of Lainball was entred at the Weſt South- 
weft, and by Captaine Symmes and Captaine Richard 
Wingfields Enſigne, who led two handzedſhot : The 
Ms, — of the towne was centred by Captaine Hall 
and Captaine Gueſt with other two hundzed ſhot. Both 
theſe were ſeconded by Captaine Dolphin with one hun- 
dꝛed Pikes, whom Captaine Mayne was appointed to 
haue followed, if occaſton had ſo ſerued. But the afo2e- 
ſaid Captaines Symmes and Hall with their troupes 


came ſo reſolutely vpon the Baricadoes of the Towne, 


that the enemie was fo2ced to abandon the ſame, and to 
make a haſtte retreit into the Caſtte. From whence 
Captaine Baynton and Barbar Lieutenant to Captaine 
Symmes were both ſhot, and died that day: Captaine Ri- 
chard Wingfields Enſigne bearer hauing receiued from 
the walles of the Caſtle a ſhot though both his thigbes 
at that time. 

Thurſday there were two of qur Cannons mounted 
on 


Enemie made ſome p2offer of a ſallie vpon Captaine 
Halles quarter, 


Friday, a Spurre which couered the Gate of the ! 


Caſtle was made aſſaultable : by two of the clock in the 
afternone two Frenchmen were ſcent ts diſcouer the 
beach ; and it was appointed that other French ſhould 
haue entred the ſame, who ſhould haue been ſeconded by 
the Lieutenants one Gueft and Braconbury. But the 


firſt of the French perfo2ming but badly, and the ſecond 


flatly denying, Mon ſieur de Mo Martin was enfo2ced to 
aduance himſelfe ſomewhat further then his place re⸗ 
quired : whereby he receiued a Parquebuze ſhot in the 
thigh. Being iudged by my Loꝛd Generall and Monſieur 
de la Noe, that the Spurre (when it ſhould haue beene 
taken) was not aſſaultable, it was thought god that 
certaine ſhot ſhould be ſent out in the ſmoke of the Can- 
non, to lodge themſelues directly vnder a Bulwarke 
vpon the right hand of the gate, whereby the bzeach 
might in ſome ſozt be flanked: Whiles Monſicur de la 
Noe ſtod behinde a Baricado, to beholde how thoſe that 
were ſent perfo2med this ſeruice, he was ſhot in the head 
with a Puſquef, whereof he died ſone alter. 

At the time of this ſeruice one Monſieur de Boa Caps 
taine of a Compante of Light hozſe, was ſlaine witda 
{mall ſhot. 


Mp Loꝛd (well weighing the low ſacceſſe of this en⸗ 


terpꝛiſe) thought it beit to deferre the ſeruſce vpon the 


Spurre, vntill the darknes of the night following: His 


Loꝛdſhips purpoſe was to aſſault with ſome thirtie ſhot 
and Pikes well armed (if the height of the bzeach would 
haue been taken)whereof little doubt was made. 
The leading of theſe men was committed fo Lieute- 
nant Gueſt: it was further reſolued, that Captaine Hen- 
der with other thirtie ſhot and Pikes ſhonld lodge him⸗ 
' felfe vnder the great Baricado on the right hand of the 


Sate ;and to allap by all meanes he could to wozke wo 
elfe

ſelle farther vnder the verpfoundation thereof. 

In the darknes of the night my Lozd Generall can- 
ſed two with firelocke peces and two Pikes to diſcouer 
the bꝛeach, who made their wav without any great dif- 
ficultie: Lieutenant Gueſt followed with two Pikes 
only. and ſtre Puſquetiers, who winding to the height 
of the bꝛeach ( beſides many ſoꝛe blowes with ſtones) re⸗ 
teiued two ſhot vpon his armour, whereof one was a ve- 
ry daungerons wound, and fo retired from the place 
which was ſo flankered, as it could not well be kept. 

Sunday the 11. day of July 1591. Paſter Dany el de⸗ 
ſirous to ſee ont of the height of a Tower, recemed a 
ſhot in the ſhoulder with a Harquebuz : And in the lame 
place one aſter Pawlet was thot inthe hcad, whereof 
he died pꝛeſently. 

Upon an aſſured intelligence that Duke Mercoeur 
with his whole fozce was come to Pleny Ingot with a 
reſolution to raiſe our ſiege ; mp Lozd Generall at the 
inſtance ot the Pꝛince (moſt of our French hauing at 
that time fo2ſaken vs) thought god to dillodge and to 
mete the Enemie. Me diſlodged, and that night the 


Armie came to Queymer, where we continued vntill the 
laſt of July pꝛeſent. 


26 Monday fourtnight following my Lozd Generall

ſent letters to the Lozds of the Conncell by Maſter

1 594. at Breſt 
in Britaine, 


= Be firſt of September our wozthie 


with new foꝛces out of England at 
5 >< 's D Penpole, receiued letters pꝛeſentlp 
HEE 1 from BarſhallD'Aumond and Str 

Thomas Baskeruil, who commanded 
in his abſence the Engliſh troupes, 
18 then befoꝛe the Caffle of Morlayx, in what termes 
they ſtod expecting cuery dap to be fought withall by the 
enemie Duke Mercocur, who was aduanced foꝛ the ſame 
purpoſe within thꝛer leagues of them, and did but onely 
attend the comming of Bonſteur Boiſdolphin, with ſome 
French hoꝛſe to fopne with them: but this their tempos 
rizings in the end coſt them the Caſtle, fo2 immediatly 
the very nert dap after the Generals landing with great 
expedition, to wit, the ſecond of September he put him⸗ 
ſeife vpon the wap fo Morlayx,and vpon the fift of the 
ſame moneth ariued there, being fourtcene leagues di- 
ſtant. 

Otis comming was generally foyed at by all the Bꝛi⸗ 
tons, but eſpectallp by the inhabitants of Morlay x, whole 
god oꝛ ill eſtate depended on his comming: koꝛ both the 
Caſtleſa cruell neighbour) held againſt them, and the 
Duke Mercocur was at hand to reſcue the defendants, 
who in aſſurance of reliefe from him acquitted them⸗ 
ſelues 


Generall Sir John Norice, landing 
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felues manfullp, namely the Gouernour himfelfeMone- 
ſteur Rochempoul, the Count Magnion, and Ponſieur 
Roſtin, with diners other gallants, But the Generall ſo 
amated the Enemie, that the Duke Mercocur not onely 
ſcaped from marching nerer-vnto vs, but the tenth of 
the ſame retired with all his foꝛces both French x Spa⸗ 
niſh, alluring himſelfe that he could erpec of Sir Iohn 
Norice nothing but blowes. They of the Caſtle ac⸗ 
quainted therewith, within two dates after the Dukes 
retreit pelded vp the Caſtle. So that only his pꝛelence 
without the hazard of any of her Maieſties ſubiecs, both 
enfozced the Duke to retire, and the Caſtle to peeld. 
This Caſtle thus rendꝛed we ſtaied there ten daies, 
inreſpec that the Marſhall wanted money koꝛ the ſati(- 
fying of his people: whereof at the laſt he was fournt- 
thed by thoſe of the towne of Morlayx. Then Mounſteur 
de Lyſcor, à wonderfull bzane man, and the Baron of 
Molac were ſent befoze with ſome Harquebuziers, ta 
che end they might blocke vp the Foꝛt of Croyzon by 
Breſt, Ind pꝛeſerue the quarters about, who were fur- 
ther aſſiſted with koure hundzed men out of our ſhips by 
Sir Martin Fourbyſher who commaunded the Engliſh 
ſhippings. And pꝛeſently the armie diſlodged to a place 
called Incz, thence to a Uillage called La Fou, next to 
Chaſtrau- lin, the next dap to Lacornan a village the 
leagues from Qainper-Corentin which was held hy the 
Enemie. 8 
The ſame night the Marſhall with foure hund zed 
French, and Sir John Norice with as many Engliſh 
marched to Qu1nper-Corantin,and on a ſudden ſurp2t- 
ſed the ſuburbs, and poſſeſſed them with (mal reſiſtance.

Parlhall furniſhed but two Culuerings) and in making 
of appꝛoches, which was greatly hindꝛed by the want of 
Gabions, Pioners, and other pꝛouiſtons foz the making 
of platfoꝛmes, which we hoped by p2omile to haue had 
in a readines ſent vs from the Gouernour of Breſt: but 
our Generall could pꝛocure almeſt nothing irom thence 


but with manp difficulties by reaſon of the weather. 


The ſiſt of this moneth we had newes that the Par⸗ 


ſhall and Sir Henry Norice had Quim per peelded vnto 


them. \ 
Theſirtof this moneth the Enemie made aſallte out 


vpon our trenches, but were very bzauely beaten home 


againe with the loſſe of ſeuen o2 eight of their men: but 
pet this their loſſe was very vnloꝛtunatelp anſ pere by 
the death of Captaine Anthonic Wingfield our Ser⸗ 
geant Maioꝛ generall, being ſhot with a Cannon ont of 
the Foꝛt, as he ffod by the Gabions with his Napier 
dzawne, the which with the ſhot was beaten through 
bis bowels. This man with great reputation had long 
time ſerued her Mateſtte both in the Low Countries, 
Portugall, and Fraunce : and at his laſt going into Bri- | 
taine, ſo diſpoſed cf his eſtate as if he were neuer to re⸗ 
turne; and the ſame dap, oz the dap befoze bis death, 
toke ſuch oꝛder foꝛ his debts, as if he had a pꝛelage of his 


end. 


The nert day theMarſhallD'Aumond and Sir Ben- 
rie Norice with our Engliſh Regiments, came to vs 
from Quumper, and were quartered at Croy zon g there⸗ 
abouts. Aiter whole comming koure daics were ſpent in 


mounting ofthe Artillerie, planting of our Ozdenance, 


and making of platfozmes foz them to plap.

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On the 1 2,day the Enemie made a ſallie vpon the 
French trenches: who hauing not the leiſure to arme 
themſelues, [off bet wenne thirtie and foꝛtie men, and as 
many hurt: and from thence they aduanced themſelnes 
towards our trenches, where wee loſt in their defence 
ten oꝛ twelue men: but we did put them againe in poſ- 
ſeſſion of their trenches. 

Hauing now all things readie foz the batterie, 7 will 
as Weil as Ican deſcribe vnto pou the Fozt, 

You ſhall vnderſtand that moze then two parts of 
the Foꝛt was defended by the water. the reſt was made 
ſo erceding ſtrong, as either by arte 02 charge could be 
done. 

Onthe South front thereok on each coꝛner were two 
exceeding ſtrong Baſtions; that on the Weſt ſide was 
ſeuentene paces in the front, that on the Eaſt ſide tenne 


| paces: theCurtatnebetwene both was 3 7.fote thicke 
at the top; and within theſe they had madea verylarge 
| intrenchment, and the Baſtions were erceding well 


flanked fromthe Rockebp the water ſide, planting both 
on the flankers and baſtion ſome great Oꝛdenance. We 
lap entrenched within thz& oz foure paces of their 
Counterſcarp: the Frenchmen on the Eaſt ſide,and we 
on the Meſt ſide, the batterie lay in the midſt betweene

the Marſhall and our Generall ; on the 23. our Artille⸗

By the ſeauenth of Nouember our mine was reaſona- Noucmber. 7 
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oneucrp part aſſailed, But the Marſball being that daie 
ſicke, ſent in the moꝛning fo2 our General, and ſhewed him 


his letters from the Gouernour of Rennes, and from di⸗ 


uers others, by which he was aduertiſed that Iohn Don 
Ioan de la Auquilat Generall of the Spantards, was 
marching towards Croyzon with all his Spaniſh fozces 
to reſcue the foꝛt, æ was alteadie aduaunced to La-cornan 
a village within fiue leagues ok vs, and thcrefoze aduiſen 
our General to difloxge to Croyzon thinking it not fit ta 
hazard any men, hauing ſo ſtrong an enimie at hand ready 
to topne battell with them, But Sir lohn Norice hauing 
bis courage nothing daunted with the appꝛoch of the ene⸗ 


mies, his heart ſeruing him both co win the fo2t by aſſault, 


and to encounter his encmie inthefteld : ſhewing what a 
diſhonour and diſreputation it were to abandon the ſiege, 
and alſo what little cauſe the enemie ſhould haue to ar- 
uance himſelfe farther ik the fozt were gotten , his come 
ming being onelie to reſue it. Oe ſo much impoꝛtuned the 
Marſhall, that he gaue him wholie the ozdering of that 
dapes ſeruice. Immediatlie our Generall gaue oꝛder to 
the Cannoniersfo! the batterie, and cauſed the Artillerie 
to play. Euerie man was alligned his charge, lame totłe 
aſlault, other with ſcalados to attempt to enter, and by 12. 
of the clocke he cauſed ſire to be ſet to the mine: which albe⸗ 
it did not ſo much as was looked foꝛ, yet it made the ac⸗ 
ceſſe lo eaſie vnto the French, as that a man might haue 
ridden vpon hoꝛſe backe: and our men, namely Captaine 
Latham, Captaine Smith, and Captaine Iohn Norice, 
with diners other gallant gentlemen gaue vp on the other 
bulwarke, and continued the aſſault without loſing one 
pace of the hetght vntil] halfe an houre paſt foure, and in 
the end firſt entered the ſame , and ſeaſed bp on chzee En⸗ 
ſignes that were there, and put euerie man they kound in 
the fat ( ſauing one alfereʒ) ta the ſwoꝛd:ſome ofthe Spa⸗ 
niards leapt from the rocke to the water, but our Parri⸗ 
ners with their ſmal boats met with them and llew them: 
lone thee oz foure others being taken eſcaped with their 
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Iines,no man was found, Au ſang Froyd. 
Dir Thomas Baskeruil ſerued this day with great va: 


lour and induſtrie, to the admiration of all men. Our ſea» 
men and Matriners this day acquited themſelues won⸗ 
derfull bzanelie, and were erceeding fozward in all at» 
tempts, as map well appeare bp that valiant Rnight Sir 
Martin Fourbiſher, who in the t receiuing a hurt, is 


thercot now dead. 
The chiefeſt of che French men „ namelie ſuch gentle- 


men as ſeruing on hozſeback,putting themſeluts that dap 
on foote, did cxceeding gallantlie, namelie, Mounſier Rou- 
mege, Vn Maiſtre du Camp, a man of great courage, and 
who molt intirelie loued our Generall, was ſlaine vpon 
the rampart, and his Enſigne by him: who if they bad bin 
well ſeconded, vndoubtedly they had caried it ſirſt, and had 
got the reputation of the firſt entrie. As foꝛ the reſt J hold 
them nothing wozthie of commendations in this action.

reaſon to retire themſelues five leagues further from bs.

At map be 3 giue not name lie to euer ie man the ho⸗ 
nour he deſerned , but therein J excuſe my ſelfe with my 
ſhoztnes in waiting, e allo my ſelfe being herein an Actoz, 
my eye was not at leaſure to note euerie mans deſert, 
There wasfound in the fozt 2 9, batrels of powder, ſome 

match, and berie few ſmall ſhot: and of meate, biſket, wine 
and beefe reaſonable good ſtoze. J mult a little commend 
the defendants, fo an enimie deſerueth his tuft pꝛaiſe, eCf- 
peciallie the chicfe Commaunder. e neuer in all theſe at⸗ 
tempts ſhewed himſelfe daunced , he made lundꝛie (allies, 
but moſt vpon the French, to his great aduantage and re- 
putation. Me loft befoze this laſt dapes ſeruice Co. men, 
ſame at his ſallies, ſome with our Cannon, and ſome at 
our firſt attempt vpon the bzeach , alſo this very laſt dap 
our Cannon playing inceſſantſie vponthe maine courtaine. 
betweene the two baſtions ſlew fifcte of his men. This laſt 
aſlault continued almoſt fine houres without intermiſſi- 
on, they neuer quatled vntill he was flaine, which was a 
ſmall time befoze the entrie, and then the greater part be⸗ 
ing llaine, the reſt ouer tired and hurt, were foꝛced by our 
Gallants to retire, and ſo there were ſlaine of Spaniards 
in this koꝛt almoſt 400. J note another ſigne of his great 
reſolution, faz if he found anie willing onely to ſpeake of 
peelding, he would cauſe him to be bound ts a ſtake o2 poſt, 

and expoſed him to the bꝛeach, leauing his armes at liber⸗ 
tie to light fo2 his defence, J hope no man will diflike if I 
commendthe valour ofthe enimie which was conquered, 
fo) the greater is the honour of them chat were the Con- 
querours. 
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querours, This their vaine reſolution might well haue 
ſerued their turnes, ik they had not dealt with our Gene- 
rall who was as reſolute as they, and therein ouermacht 
them. Foz the next day, Don Ioan de FAquilar ſending a 
trumpet fo2 the rederming of pziſoners, our Generall 
lent him anſwere that their ranſomes were payed,andthac- 
bee was now as readie and at leaſure to fight with him. 
This victoꝛꝝ achiued, he ſent the thzee Spaniſh Enſignes 
into England, and pꝛeſented them to her Maieſtie, who 
as amolt ſacred and gratious Pꝛince, moſt highlie eſtee⸗ 
med, and louinglie accepted them. God ok his infinice 
mercy ſend her daylie ſo to triumph ouer her eni⸗ 
mies, and that it will pleaſe him to pꝛotect 
our Generallfoz her greater 
/ dferuices.

bis noble Knight and renowmed 
5 Generall of her Pateſties fozces 
in Britaine ( immediatlp after the 
ſaid ſeruice done by him at the 
Foꝛt of Breſt in that Pꝛouince) a- 
„ rining in England in the moneth 
Fa xl of Parch Anno 1595.after he had 
＋ ſfayed at London a moneth 02 
thereabouts, was thence by her Paieſtie commaunded 
duer into Ireland: and with him to embarke his fozces 
appointeddirecly ouer thither vader the conduct of his 
b:other Sir Henric Norice Lintght ; there to haue his 
Commiſſion dꝛawne, as Generall of her Paieſties foz- 


ces in that kingdome. 
After his landing at Waterford(whtch was about the 


fift oꝛ ſixt ol May Anno dict.) he diſpatched letters to 
Sir William Ruſſel Knight, Loꝛd Deputie of Ireland, 
ſignifying his landing at Waterford afozeſaid, and with⸗ 
all crauing leaue foꝛ the eaſe of his bodie, that he might 
cap in his gouernment of Munfter fo2 ſome ſhoꝛt time: 
which as it ſeemed was granted him, in regard that he 
ſkated there about thiee werkes, and then remoned 
thence to Dublin, to the ſaid Loꝛd Deputie there reſi⸗ 
dent. 


Immediatly 
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Tmmediatly after the ſame ſtay there, his Commiſſion lune. 


was dzawne, his counſell vſed, and hee required to ac⸗ 


companite the ſaid Lozd Deputie into the ſteld, together sir william 
with his owne Companie of hoꝛſe and fote, The place Ruſſel Lord 
appointed foz the Rendezuous of the Armie was bp Deputie. 


Dundalk a towne boꝛdering on VIſter, from whence the 
ſaid Lozd Deputie, Sir Iohn Norice, and others of the 
Councell with the Armie, marched altogether vnto 
Armah, where they found a ruined Church oꝛ Abbey. 
But afterwards by the aduice of the Loꝛd Deputie and 
his Councell,that place was thought fit foz a Garriſon, 
tn regard that it bozdered vpon the entrance of Hugh O- 
nele the Erle of Tyron that Archzebels conntrey, and 
was ſituate within two o2 thꝛe miles of the Blackwater 
in the countrey of Tyrone, where her Maieſtie had here⸗ 
tofoze a Foꝛt. So this place was fozthwith made deen ⸗ 
cible, and there were left in Garriſon thz& oz koure of 
the Companies which came out of Britaine. 

Now alter the foztifping and victualling of that Gar- 
riſon, and other neceſſartes fit koꝛ the holding of it, the 
Deputie, with Sir lohn Norice and the reſt of the Ar⸗ 

— marched to Monohan, another warde bozdering 
vpon the ſaid Archꝛebels countrey, and held as then by 
Sir Iohn Dowdal an Engliſh Kntght and hts company. 
So after oꝛder taken fo2 the victualling of that place, and

Mherenpon ozder was ginen, that there ſhould be cer⸗ 
taine hozſe andfote made readie, to attend the Lo: Des 
putie and Sir Iohn Norice, who went fozwards with 
thoſe men, vntill they came within ſight of the Archze⸗ 
bels whole armie, being then reputed foure thouſand 
ſtrong of hozle and fote.

tie were ill guided, oz whether the enemie in feare to 


ſane himſelle made moꝛe haſte then the Engliſh could 
follow, J kuo w not, but fo2 that time thep eſcaped. But 
it ſeemed that feare ſerued to ſome god purpole : foz af- 
terwards in our paflage thꝛough the place we were not 
at all intercepted, although the Enemie might haue 
done it with great aduantage. 

Now, after leauing ſome companies at the Newry 


and Calingford , the Engliſh returned to Dundalke, 


where (after the eſtabliſhing of that Garriſon, and o⸗ 
thers in the Engliſh pale) the Lozd Deputie, with Sir 
Iohn Norice and the reſt of the Councell, went to Du- 
blin. Shoꝛtly after their being there,ft was concluded 
vpon, that Sir lohn Norice then Generall ſhould dꝛaw 
an armie into the field. The place fo2 the companies to 
lopne was appointed, and other pꝛeparations fo? the ar- 


mie, as cariages, Pioners, vid uals, cc. ſparingly pꝛoui⸗ 


ded, Not fully ſo well pꝛouided, as when the Loꝛd De- 
putie went himſelfe, and therefoꝛe not ſo much expected 
to be perfo2med by him, as by the Deputie) although the 


numbers of men were left vnto bimſelfe fo2 to name: it 


was giuen out that the Generall ſhould goe to vicuall 


Armab, whatſoeuer was beſides pꝛetended: and indeede 


that charge was faithfally perfozmed by him, and as 
much fo2 the Queenes honour, as any thing that hath 
been done ſince the Archꝛebell Tyrone firft entred into 
his rebellion. 0

ry to Armah( which the Generall was faine to doe in re⸗ 
gard he was but ſparingly furniſhed of Cariages, be⸗ 
ſides his armie which were but thirtene hundzed 
. ſtrong thereby much weakened)at this time did the ſato 
Tyrone take all the aduantage he could, And at the Ge- 
nerals laſt returne from Armahb, the Enemie ſent thꝛer 
hundꝛed ok his beſt ſhot to lodge in a place, where our 
Engliſh armie ſhould paſſe thozough, to mete the Ges 
nerall and intercept him in his paſſage. But it fell out 
that our men in their march had poſſeſſed themſelues of 
that pace befoze the Tnemie : which the Generall per⸗ 
ceiuing, and withall knowing himſelle followed in the 
arriere of our armie both with hoꝛſe and fote of the ene⸗ 
mies, made a halt in the place where he perceiued them 
to follow, and fo ſtaied vntill two hundzed of the archze- 
bels hozle came vp to charge him. Bat they(finding him 
as readie to ioyne as they) retired backe to the archze⸗ 
bell, who was readie with other hoꝛſe to haue ſeconded 
them, ik they had attempted any thing to any purpoſe, 
Hereupon Tyrone ſent down of his fate 200. Scots 
and zoo. ſhot to haue galled the Generals ircupe of 
hoꝛſe: but he (although vaarmed) made god that place 
where he fürſt made a ſtand (which was with the loſſe 
of ſome of his beſt hozſe) vntill he had ſent fo2 ther 02 
foure wings ol ſhot from the Colours; himſelle in this 
ſfand{which was in effec againſt Tyrones whole army) 
was ſhot in the arme, and in the bellie, his hoꝛſe onder 
him ſhot in thꝛee oꝛ foure places.

After this ſeruice done by the Generall, within ſhozt 
time he came to Dublin: where after a moneth oz ſire 
werkes ſtay there he went downe to his gouernment of 
Muniter, Tyrone oftentimes after this conflic,did ſend 
a fained ſhew of ſubmiſſion vnto the Loꝛd Deputie, 


(namely whiles that the Generall was in Munſter) and 


thereupon he was hearkened vnto, andCommiſſioners 
were lent from the Loꝛd Deputie to talke with him vp⸗ 
on ſome Articles: beſides, Sir Henry Warren Knight 
was employed in that ſeruice, and had free acceſſeto Ty- 
rone. The cauſe why Sir Iohn Norice the Generall re⸗ 


tired himſclfe from thoſepublike affaires, after his good 


ſeruice done, is knowne tomany,and enery pꝛiuate man 
could ſpeake of the croſſings bet werne the Deputie and 
him, whoſoeuer was faultie: But the ſtate ( whiles they 
gouerned) ſtod in better termes, then it hath done ſince, 
howſoeuer it hath bin thought that the treating of peace 
did pꝛeiudice any god p2zocedings, 


At this time Munſter was quiet and moſt part of Lein- 


ſter (except Feaugh Mack-Hughes countrie)kept in good 
termes: In Conacht,the miſerie that they had indured be⸗ 
foze, caught them to deſite quietnes, onelie they would 
ſpeake rep2ochfullte and bitterlie againſt Sir Richard 
Bingham their Gouernour. The townes vpon the boz⸗ 
ders ofthe Moꝛth, and thoſe of the Englth pale were dc- 
fended by gariſon, fo that there was no great harme done

fouudall the countrie in rebellion, and in great mile r ie, pet 
moſt part of the beſt men in the countrie were readie to re⸗ 
ceiue her Pateſties gratious pardon, molt of them did 
come in verieſubmiſſiuelie, and made offer to doe her Pa⸗ 
ieſtie good ſeruice. | 

Sir Richard Bingham was growne ſomewhat grie⸗ 
uous amongſt thoſe of Conacht, and they would bitterlie 
complaine againſt him, alleaging that he was the cauſe of 
their reuolt:but that is their cuſtome, and he muſk be a man 
of verie rare gouernment, that ſhall euerie way ſatiffie, 02 
giue content to their rebellious affections. Upon the 
countries complaint, Sir Richard Bingham was ſeque- 
ftredfrom the gouernment of that Pꝛonince, & they were 


hearkened vnto in whatſoever they could alleadge againſt 


him: ſo gratious and iuſt is her Paieſlie in euerte wap, 
righting a nation, which notwithſtanding pꝛoue moſt dil⸗ 


lopall and rebellious. 
Now during Str Richard Binghams ſequeſtration, 


Dir Iohn Norice had abſolutelie the commaund of his 


ſaid Pzouince, and did (during his time) verie good ſer⸗ 
uice: namelie, in bꝛinging into her Paieſties obedience 
manie of the beſt gentſemenof the countrie,and continual⸗ 
lie pꝛaying, ſpopling, and killing ofthereſt , who (being 
deſperacelie obſtinate) held themſelues till in rebellion. 
This his good ſeruice ſo perfozmedagainft thoſe perſons,

It ſhould ſeeme, that beſides the victualling of that 


place, it was appointed that the laid Tyrone ſhould lpeakc 


per ſonallie with the Commiſſioners: fo2 that after it was 


agreed, that he ſhould ſuffer it co be victualled, he appoin 
ted a day to ſpeake with the Commiſſioners, Sir George 
Bowſer being then ioyned with che others in Commiſſion. 
Chat their conference was when they met, J know not 
altogether: but the manner oktheir meeting was this. 
Tyrone hauing bis Armie neere vnto the place ap⸗ 


pointed koz the Parley , cauſed foure oz five hundzed of 


his ſhot, together wich his beſt hozſe, to lie within a mile 
of the ſame his Armie, who were then encamped on the 
ſide of a hill nere Dundalk; there was fixe gentlemen of 
the Generals troupe of hozle appointed to ſtand on the 
one ſive of the foꝛde of a little riuer there, where the par⸗ 
lie was, and ſire others of Tyrones to ſtand on the further 


ſide with him in ſight of the Commiſſioners: he ſeeing 


the Commiſſioners come downe from our Armie , began 
to come foꝛward bimſelfe, not ſuffering any other to come 


with him, ſo ſaluting Sir John Norice, told him he was 


glad to lee bim, being ok his old acquaintance, Sir John 


Norice like wiſe told him, that he would be glad to ſee him 
become a kaithkull ſubiect: withal remembꝛing him ofthe 
great fauours that her Maieſtie had ſhewed him heretos 
foꝛe, aud that (pet) her Highnes was mercikullie enclined 


to haue him receiued into grace, if there were anie hope 


he would foꝛſake his trecherous courle,and become a faith« 
full obedient ſu biect. 
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He 00 with great an that he * 
ſozie foꝛ his offence,and that there was no Bꝛince in the 
wo2ld, whom he did oz would moze honour and reue⸗ 
rence, then her aieſtie; neuer naming her Highnes, 
but with his hat off: all which thewes of obedience in 
him, made manp belæue that he meant to become other⸗ 
wile, then ſince he hath pꝛoued himſelfe. But thoſe that 
haue lined long in that countrey amongſt them, know 
by experience, that they are a people full of malecontent- 
ment, inconſtancie, rebellion and treaſon: deſtring no 0s 
ther gouernment, but their owne rude bar barous and 
diſozdered kinde of life obe moſt hoꝛrible and 


odious to all that feare God, oboꝝ their Pꝛince, and loue 
their Countrey, 
It was euer doubted by Sir fh Norice, and to be 
beleeued ol euery one that knew the Rebell Tyrone, that 
he neuer meant to be faithfull in his wo2d: wherefoze 
bis trecherous delates could not be imputed to any re- 
mille courſe held by Sir Iobn Norice towards Tyrone. 
Sir lohn No- But there is no queſtion, had Sir Iohn Norice lined, he 
cons doubt of would haue made it appeared vnto the wozld(as he hath *' 
one. done heretofoze) that the zeale he did beare to doe her 
Pateſtie and his Countrey ſeruice, was ſuch, as that p2t- 
uate malice incroſſinghim ſhnld neuer haue had power, 
either to make him faile in the leaſt point of bis allea- 
geance,oz to burie any of his honourable intended en⸗ 
terpꝛiles. 
J haue heard him ſay my ſelf, and ſo haue others which 
now liue in Ireland, that if he could but hope, that the

Iohn Norice might haue been the inſtrument to have {]*' 
perſwaded him to become a faithfull ſubiect, he would 
not haue cared what labour o2 paines he endured to be 
aſſured thereof, ; 
It was thought that the pzoſecuting of Feugh Mac

it ſhould appeare that he difltked thereof, Foz after his 
pardon was ſent him by Sir Edward Moore, and he in 
all things (to the ſhew ol the woꝛld) readie to haue ac⸗ 
cepted thereof: on the ſudden his pardon was bꝛought 
backe, and he returned excedingly diſcontented. After 
the time ol this laſt treatie with Tyrone, which was in 
the latter end ol January afo2eſaid, he remained vpon

Norice receiued aduertiſement out of England, that the 
Loꝛd Borowes ſhould come oner Deputie into Ireland: 
So vntil his comming the Generall kept himſelfe vpon 
the bozders of the No2th.

The Honourable Lozd Henry Norice Baron of Ry- | 
cot, father of the ſaid Loꝛd Generall, had fine ſons moe 
all Martiall men, vz. Paſter William his eldeſt ſonne 
ſeruing in Ireland, and there deceaſed: Sir Edward his 
third ſonne ſeruing laſtly at Oſtend, now lining : Sir 
Henry Norice his fourth ſonne, and Sir Thomas his fift 

lonne, both ſeruing laſtly in Ireland, hurt and died there, 
but buried in England: and Pater Maximilian his ſixt 
and poungeſt ſonne died in France. The honozable La- 
die Margerie Mother to all theſe died at London 1599. 
The ſaid honourable Lozd Henry their father died at 
Rycot Anno 1601. 

Thus being intreated to ſet downe what J knew! 
that paſſed vpon Sir lohn Norices ſide, at his latter 
dates in Ireland; J haue (although not iournally) pet of 
my certaine knowledge trulp and duly deſcribed all the 
notable occurrents that paſſed from his laſt comming 
out of Britaine, to the time of his death in Ireland, as bes 

foze is ſaid. All this ſoruice in Ireland was ſet down | 

by Daniel Gyles, ſometime Page, and after 
lately ſeruant to the ſaid Generall 
Norice at his death, as 
afoꝛeſaid.
